R ID D L E D W IT H BU LLETS. 


S ick en in g S igh t a t a C oroner’s In q u e st— 
L ist o f th e D ea d . 
Co lum bia (S. C ), December 30th.—The 
Coroner’s inquest into the death of the 
eight negroes lynched at Barnwell was 
held on Saturday night at the scene of the 
tragedy. 
It was a terrible sight which the jurym en 
looked upon. On the left side of the road 
were the bodies of Ripley Johnson and 
Mitchell Adams, charged with the m urder 
of Heffernan. On the opposite side were 
the six bodies of the negroes charged with 
implication in the m urder of youngt Robt. 
Martin. 
They were tied to trees ou the roadside, 
with their backs to the saplings. The ropes 
were passed around the trees and around 
i be bodies of the men when shot. The 
weight of their bodies had swung down on 
the ropes, and they occupied all sorts of 
grotesque and revolting positions. 
The frightful character of the wounds 
shown by the testim ony of the physicans 
at the inquest, is in briet as follows: H enry 
Furse, ten balls in body, age 24; Peter 
Bell, one ball in the back of the neck at the 
base of the skull, age 00; Harrison Jo h n ­ 
son, four balls in the bedy, age 35; Rafe 
Mor rail, six balls in the head aud body, 
either of which would have been fatal, age 
60; Judge Jones, eight balls, one in the 
brain, age 28; Robert Phoenix, four balls iu 
the body, age 22; Ripley Johnson, eight 
balls in the body, one in the face, age 30; 
Mitchell Adams, live balls, one through 
brain, age 35. 
On this testim ony the jurv returned a 
verdict that eight men came to their death 
(rom gunshot wounds inflicted bv some 
party or parties unknown. 
After the inquest the 
negroes were 
notified that they m ight remove the bodies 
if they desired. 
The families of Ripley 
Johnson and Mitchell Adams removed 
tbeir bodies to their homes, but the other 
six remained and were treated as m urder­ 
ers and outcasts, nnd there W’ere none to 
m ourn them . 
Neither whites nor negroes 
wanted to remove the bodies. The town 
declines to bury them , because they were 
killed outside of its limits, but offers to 
furnish coffins if the negroes will burv 
them. 
The rem aining negroes declare they pro­ 
pose to pull up and leave the country. 
They assert that there will be no retalia­ 
tion. 


S E W A R D 
O FFE R E D . 
Columbia (8. C.), December 30th.—Gov­ 
ernor Richardson has offered a reward of 
$200 each for the arrest and conviction of 
any of the men concerned in lynching the 
eight negroes at Barnwell. 


COLORED C O N V E N T IO N C A L L E D . 
Ch a r le st o n (S. C.), December 30ib.— 
Prom inent colored men of Charleston and 
vicinity have issued a call to the people of 
South Carolina, reciting the butchery of 
eight of their race at Barnwell, and calling 
on the colored people to send representa­ 
tives to a Convention to be held at Colum­ 
bia in January, for the purpose of consult­ 
ing aud form ulating a plan by which the 
laws can be enforced andorder preserved.

bids for Indian lands. 
The report recommends that the Govern­ 
m ent avail itself of its undeniable righl, 
under Section 15 of the treaty of 1796, to 
Eettle civilized Indians on the unoccupied 
lands in the Cherokee Nalioa proper, and 
the paym ent of such sum s as shall be 
8greed upon by the Indians, or in case of 
their disagreement, the price per acre to be 
fixed by the President, by the paym ent of 
S2.5OO.OC0 to the Cherokees in full for 10,­ 
000,000 acres now occupied by the tribes 
west of the 96th degree, which couid be 
opened to settlement, while o n th eo th e r 
hand $7.000,000 expended for the Cherokee 
outlet would only secure 6 000,000 acres, in­ 
ferior in quality to the lands now owned 
by the Government but occupied by Indi­ 
ans who have no title to the soil, but only 
the right to its occupancy at the Govern­ 
m ent’s pleasure. 
The Commissioners 
also suggest the 
opinion that the alleged ' Cherokee Na­ 
tion,” with laws passed and administered 
by white men who are really United States 
citizens, has become extinct by virtnc of 
the long-continued interm arriage between 
Indians aud whites, and ask if, in a strict 
sense, justice w arrants the distribution of 
Indian 
annuities 
and 
other 
revenues 
equally among white U nited States citi­ 
zens and fuli-blood Cherokees. 


N O R T H W E ST E R N B LIZ ZA R D S. 


T h e H eaviest Sn ow -S torm o f tlic S eason 
—T ra v el Im p e d e d . 
St . P a u l , December 30th.—Advices re­ 
ceived here seem to indicate that the great 
snow storm of Saturday extended over a 
large nrea. 
Rum ors were rife in the news­ 
paper offices that m any wires west of here 
were down and travel delayed. 
The center of disturbance appears to 
have been at Huron, where the wind veered 
to north and the storm increased until it 
became a veritable blizzird, blowing fifty 
miies an hour. The memorable experi­ 
ences of two years ago prevented the peo­ 
ple from unduly exposing themselves on 
the prairies, aud no bad results are antici­ 
pated. 
The storm has been m arked in places by 
singular phenomena. 
At W inona lain 
descended in great sheets aud the whole 
city was flooded. 
W hen the rain stopped 
the mercury fell rapidly to 30° in three 
hours. People can start to business this 
morning. At other points electrical dis­ 
turbances were preceded by a fall of snow. 
Duluth was visited with a severe bliz­ 
zard, ushering in the heaviest snowfall of 
the season. 
Much damage has been done 
in the city, and street cars are blockaded. 
Trains are delayed by drills six feet deep 
in m any places. 


T H E F IS H E R IE S . 


T h e S en a te C o m m ittee D iscu ssin g T his 
M uch V ex ed Q u estion . 
N ew Y o r k , December 30th.—The Senate 
Committee on Canadian Affairs met here 
to-day and heard the testimony of the East­ 
ern fishermen in regard to the trouble they 
experienced in fishing and securing bait in 
Canadian waters. 
Senator H oar stated that Great Britain 
always conceded to t h e United States com­ 
mercial rights of fishing vessels. H e al­ 
ways favored the interpretation that the 
right vested in American fishermen. 
Senator 1’ugh declared that Great Britain 
always acted in harm ony with Canada on 
the question whenever the m atter came in 
the shape of a treaty or law. Our State 
Departm ent should take steps at once to de­ 
cide the m atter. Finally, in reply to a 
question by Senator Doipb for a remedy, 
one witness said the only rem edy he knew 
of was retalliation. 
Erastus W im an made an argum ent in 
favor of annexing Canada. 
Senator H oar said in bis opinion and 
that of his colleagues the m ovement toward 
annexation m ust come from Canada.

A horrible crim e occurred here Saturday 
night, which 
created great excitem ent. 
Jonu Clark, a well-to-do farm er living 


near town, who is afflicted with paralysis, 
has been for some m onths taking baths at 
Tykie’s 
bath-room. 
Saturday 
evening 
Tykle put him into a bath-tub at 8 o'clock, 
lit a gas burner under the tub to heat the 
water, and left him to himself while he en­ 
gaged in revelry with some companions. 
Tykle finally went to bed and forgot the 
patient whom he had left in a hot bath. 
H e found him dead yesterday morning, 
with tne skin all peeled off his body, as 
well as portions of his flesh. 
H e was literally boiled to death, being 
powerless to help him seif out of his awful 
situation. 
He has a family of grown chil­ 
dren. and was about 70 years old. Tykle 
is in jail awaiting the resultof the Coroner's 
inquest.

osition m ade by several financial authori­ 
ties, for the issue of cheeks for the January 
interest in advance oi the regular period. 
The situation seems to be rather em bar­ 
rassing, for it involves the premonition of 
the future policy of the adm inistration to 
some degree. The difficulty ari-e. rather 
paradoxically from the great prosperity of 
the country in its agricultural and m anu­ 
facturing fields. 
In one $^>se money was 
never freer or more abuudanV but this con­ 
dition exists in every place where the 
financiers do not cafe for it to exist, 
namely, everywhere but in New York. 
The discovery ot natural gas and of 
efficient means to convey it from its sources 
to distant places of consumption, and the 
opening up of additional trausnorta’ion 
facilities, have had a m arked effect upon 
commerce. 
The geography of the country is shifting 
the center of industry from New England 
to the valleys of the Ohio and Mississippi, 
where factories are in operation at every 
possible point. 
There is no com plaint from producers 
and merchants of the m anufacturing or 
agricultural districts of the stringency of 
money, for in fan they can obtain all the 
loans they w atii at reasonable rates, but 
this unusual prosperity is having itsd:rect 
effect upon the money m arket in the treat 
metropolis, and the truth is beginning to 
become evident that an increase in the 
coam rv's currency will soon be nece.-sary 
in order to keep pace with the opening up 
of so much new producing territory. 
One of the causes of the New York tight­ 
ness is the inability of the railroads to 
carry the freight that is being heaped upon 
them in enormous quantities. Cars aud 
trains are blockaded, causing dullness in 
srtne markets. 
Secretary W indoin, after the conference, 
directed the prepaym ent of the ínteres! due 
on January 1st on the registered four per­ 
cent. bonds an i the Pacific Railr- a t bonds. 
This action releases nearly $3,000,000 on 
New Y ear’s Day.

Recent elections in America have shown that 
we have teen boasting overmuch oí our republi­ 
can institutions and representative govern­ 
ments. As long as we are unable to devise any 
means for faithfully recording the will of the 
people, we have not established amongus repre­ 
sentative government. 
When votes can be 
t raded in like corn and wheat, when officers of 
the election are bought as slaves were bought 
under the old dispensation, we do not have a 
repub’ican government, but a plutocracy. 
So speaks the Courier-Journal, a leading 
representative Democratic paper, and more 
authoritatively than any other speaks for 
the Democracy of the Middle States, if not 
of the whole country. We look upon it as 
a very promising sign, one that gives strong 
heart to hope that very many of the great 
exponents of public opinion, sucli as the 
journal quoted, the New York Tribune, the 
Chicago Inter-Ocean, the New York World, 
the Albany Journal, the Cincinnati Com­ 
mercial Gazette, the Philadelphia Record, 
all partisan papers and representing the 
two great parties of the nation, are apostles 
of reform and advocates of fair play in 
methods of ascertaining the will of the 
people. All of these papers and scores of 
others are warmly pressing the claims for 
consideration of the reform ballot system.

Kentucky, and admits its theoretical vir­ 
tues. But it finds that in practice it is not 
the protection against perversion of the 
popular will that It is supposed to be, and 
that in fact it may be made the means of 
utterly falsifying the will of the majority. 
It then proceeds to prove that under the 
present system in Kentucky, officers of 
election have been and still are purchased 
to falsify the votes of electors, even when 
their names are recorded on the poll book. 
Our contemporary comes down at last to 
consideration of the reform system, under 
which no ballots except those furnished by 
the State can be deposited, and it gives in 
its adhesion to the new system as prefera­ 
ble to anything that has preceded it. Its 
summing np of the reasons for this declara­ 
tion are, that the ballot is rendered ab­ 
solutely secret; that the voter is removed 
from the liability of intimidation; that it 
deprives the purchaser of any assurance 
that the goods bought are delivered; that 
it protects the ballot-box from false ballots, 
or what is generally termed, from ballot- 
box stuffing. 
While it is not disposed to exaggerate 
the benefits to flow from mere mechanical 
contrivances, and while it believes fraud 
will exist under the system, it is convinced 
that it will immensely reduce the oppor­ 
tunity for it, and that hence it commends 
itself “to all who are trying to free Ameri­ 
can institutions from the taint of fraud and 
corruption.” 
Kentucky is presently to have a new 
Constitution, and the 
Courier-Journal 
sounds the note of demand that in it there 
shall be given liberty to depart from the 
present and set up a new mode of voting. 
It declares that the Wallace law, applying 
only to the City of Louisville, and which 
is a step in the direction of the reform bal­ 
lot system, though greatly defective, has 
proved in two years’ of trial that a secret 
ballot can be secured, and that with all its 
imperfections the new system is immensely 
better than the old one. The great Ken­ 
tucky paper does not hesitate, therefore, to 
range its influence on the side of the re­ 
form movement. 


T he publication of a newspaper is one 
thing, the printing of a mass of matter of 
the 11. Rider Haggard order of literature, 
page after page of Jules Verneism,and col­ 
umns of mere speculation and fancy, is no 
more newspaper work than the issuance of 
a book or the publication of a cyclopedia.

The regular monthly meeting of the City 
Board of Education was held last evening, 
all the members being present except Di­ 
rector Martin. 
Director Chipman, from the Committee 
on Furniture and Supplies, reported a new 
stove was required on Twenty-seventh and 
J streets, and that some work had been 
done on the black-boards at tbe Sacramento 
Grammar School. 
Chairman Todd explained the condition 
of the various school buildings, as regards 
insurance. During the year $27,187 insur­ 
ance expired, and some $3,500 had been re­ 
newed. 
Director Tufts said he had heard that the 
roof of the Twenty-fourth and N street 
school still leaked, notwithstanding Mr.

Pardon of a Young Man W ho K illed Ills

A H ot Struggle Over th e F ran ch ise— 
M ajor 
G regory F inds H im self 


in th e M inority. 


Yesterday was a genuine field day in the 
City Trustees’ room. It was the tim e set 
for awarding the contract for lighting the 
streets of the city for the ensuing two 
years, and for action on the petition of J. 
D. Redding, L. L. Baker, H . G. Sm ith and 
others for a franchise for establishing a 
W estinghouse electric light plant. There 
were present Mayor Gregory and Trustees 
McLaughlin and Wolf, also a strong array 
of citizens, including several lawyers. 
The proposed ordinance granting a fran­ 
chise to L. L Baker, H . G. Sm ith and 
others was read by the Mayor. 
A communication from City Attorney 
Church was also read, holding that the 
Trustees had not the power to pass an ordi­ 
nance granting an electric light franchise, 
or, if it had, that it would be against pub­ 
lic policy to do so. 
Mr. M cLaughlin wished to know if the 
Board had asked Mr. Church for his opin­ 
ion. 
Mayor Gregory said he did not know that 
Mr. Church had been asked, but he was the 
city's legal adviser, and it was his privilege 
to advise the Board at all time3 on legal 
points. 
J. D. Redding asked permission to reply 
to Mr. 
Church’s 
communication. 
He 
held that the Trustees had absolute power 
to grant the franchise asked and to regu­ 
late its operations at all times. 
It had 
been said that the parties asking the fran­ 
chise intended to sell out to some other 
company, which was wholly w ithout foun­ 
dation. They were sincere in their appli­ 
cation for a franchise, and if granted one, 
would carry out their enterprise in good 
faith. 
0 . ft. Leonard made an argum ent against 
the granting of the franchise. 
H e held 
that the Capital Gas Company had kept its 
obligations with the people, and if it couid 
not m ake a fair interest on its m oney the 
natural result would be that, if another 
company were permitted to come in, some­ 
body would be pretty certain to sell out. If 
the present company was providing the 
city with good lights, it would seem to be 
good policy to let well enough alone. It 
was impossible to forecast the possibilities 
of the next fifty years—the time for which 
this franchise is asked. Electricity is the 
m ost dangerous elem ent in nature, and 
there is no telling what improvements may 
be made in its use in the next half century. 
H e did not think it good policy to discour­ 
age the present company in its operations. 
It had invested a large capital here, aud 
should be protected. 
Add. C. Hinksou spoke in a sim ilar strain. 
H e thought it possible that within the next 
fifty years a franchise such as had been 
asked for m ight be worth a great deal of 
money to the city. The population would 
not justify the establishm ent of another 
company at this time, aud consolidation 
would be necessary. The income of the 
present company did not exceed 8 percent., 
and no company could succeed by furnish­ 
ing light at less than the present rates. For 
m any reasons it would be unwise to grant 
the franchise asked for. 
Mr. Redd ng replied to the arguments 
m ade against the lrauchise. 
He read a pe­ 
tition to the Board asking for the granting 
of the franchise, and signed by between 
200 and 300 business firms and citizens. 
Three other sim ilar petitions were also 
presented bearing the names of citizens. 
Mayor Gregory said that petitions had 
little weight with the Board. Only two 
weeks ago a strong petition was presented 
in another m atter, and last week most 
of the signers affixed their names to a peti­ 
tion on the opposite side of the question. 
8. C. Denson, as attorney for the Capital 
Gas Company, appeared and made an argu­ 
m ent against the granting of the franchise. 
H e said it would be bad policy to grant a 
franchise to a company organized and 
working under the laws of another State. 
These m atters should be within the ju ris­ 
diction of our local Courts. There is not 
room in this city for two electric light 
plants, and any person investing would 
doubtless do so w ith the hope of one com­ 
pany being bought out by the other. Then 
the public would have to pay all losses by 
increased rates. The argum ent of cheap­ 
ness is delusive. 
Nothing can be produced 
for less than its value for any length of 
time, and sooner or later the cheap article 
always becomes expensive. 
Mr. Redding replied to the point made 
by Judge Denson, concerning the foreign 
nature of the corporation whose light it 
was proposed to introduce. The men ask­ 
ing the franchise were Sacramento citizens, 
and the proposed company would be com­ 
posed ot the men who have asked the 
tranchise. H e held that Sacram ento was 
paying as high a rate for light as any place 
in the country, whereas her citizens should 
have it as cheap as those of New York. 
Mr. H inkson again addressed the Board, 
claiming that—as but ' j 
— >v existed 
here—the Board h u f. 
*ept a 
bid from any parlies not p rtr 
i carry 
out a c o d tract at once. 
W . C. Clark replied to statem ents made 
concerning the possible infringem ents of 
patents. H e said his company was per­ 
fectly secure as far as regards the patents. 
B. U. Steinm an, President of the Capital 
Gas Company, addressed the Board briefly 
on the subject. 
H e said his company was 
on the eround, and ready to carry out a re­ 
newal of the contract, now about to expire. 
The business; ws3 paying only eight per 
cent, per annum , and if its property was 
insured the business would not pay six per 
cent. 
H e claimed that the bid of his com­ 
pany was really cheaper than that of the 
other company. 
Trustee W olf moved that action in the 
m atter be laid over until afternoon, and it 
was so ordered. 
A recess was then taken till 1:30 p. m . 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 
The Board reassembled at 
the hour 
named, and on being called to order the 
M ayor said the m em bers were prepared for 
the further consideration of the m atter of 
contracting for city lights. 
H e remarked 
that the Board had advertised for bids for 
lighting the city from the 1st of January. 
There was but one bid before the Board 
that came within these terms. 
Mr. Redding 9aid that if given the con­ 
tract his company would 
be prepared 
w ithin ninety days to carry oat the provi­ 
sions of the contract. 
Mr. Steinm an said there was nothing in 
the Board’s call for bids that referred to 
any ninety days’ proposition. 
Mr. H inkson said that the Board was, in 
his opinion, bound by the term s of its no­ 
tice. If a contract were awarded that did 
not conform to the terms thereof there 
would probably be an injunction served 
upon the Board to prevent it from carrying 
out such contract. 
Mayor Gregory said the opinion of the 
City Attorney, as submitted, seemed to be 
an obstacle in the way of action at this 
tim e, and he wouid suggest that the m at­ 
ter be laid over until to-morrow. 
Trustee M cLiughlip moved 
that the 
franchise be granted to the new company, 
w ith the proviso that if it should sellout 
w ithin two years the franchise should re­ 
vert to the city. 
Mr. Redding said he and his associates 
were willing to agree not to sell out to the 
Capital Gas Company, or any person ident­ 
ified therew ith. B ut it would not be right, 
nor would it be possible to prevent indi­ 
vidual stockholders from disposing of their 
stock if they should desire to do so. The 
gentlem en asking the franchise are in 
earnest, aud had no idea of “selling ou t” 
in the sense im plied by several of those 
objecting. 
_ 
_ 
Mayor Gregory said he did not wish to 
discourage anyone from bringing capital 
into the city, but lie wanted to guard the 
interests of the city. 
The present com- 
E 
any bad been afforded encouragement, and 
e was willing to give a new com pany the 
same os had been extended to otbers. Two 
electric light companies had been given 
franchises heretofore, and finding there was 
not business for both, had consolidated. It 
was the duty of the Trustees to see that no 
further collusion were possible. 
There 
were some things in the franchise asked 
for that were not in accordance with the 
public interest. It was provided that the 
com pany should have the privilege of 
handling electricity in any shape—for vari­ 
ous purposes—and it was not right to grant 
so sweeping a franchise. 
The two for­ 
m er 
franchises granted 
by this city 
allowed the companies to go no further 
than the erection of po!es and wires for 
lighting purposes only. The franchise now 
asked for would take away the power of 
the Trustees to regulate it during the fifty 
years it was to run. 
He had no objection 
to granting a franchise to these gentlemen 
under proper restrictions. H e contended 
th at the ninety davs’ proposition was not 
in conformity with the advertisem ent. The 
oalv thing to do wouid be to give the con­ 


tract to the Capital Gas Company or reject 
ail bids and re-advertise for bids on the 
ninety days’ basis, though he did not hesi­ 
tate in stating that, in his judgment, the 
latter bid was higher than it should be, and 
for i hat reason both should be rejected. 
W olf offered to amend M cLaughlin’s 
motion (to grant the franchise) by provid­ 
ing that the city should have the first op­ 
portunity in which to purchase the plant, 
if it should be for sale, and 120 days to de­ 
cide. 
Mayor Gregory said there were strong 
reasons why the m atter should go over until 
to morrow 
H e wished to have certain re­ 
strictions incorporated into the franchise. 
Mr. Redding—"If we are here with the 
lowest bid; it the parties are responsible; 
if they are willing to give the people better 
light than the latter now have, their peti­ 
tion is entitled to consideration.” 
A. Lovdal made the point that but one 
company was prepared to bid for furnish­ 
ing lights on the 1st of January. 
If the 
Board expected outside companies to bid it 
should have so arranged the date as to give 
them a chance. 
Mr. Taylor (who claimed to represent the 
Thomson-Houston system) said 
that if 
competition was to be opened to all comers 
to furnish electric lights within ninety 
days, he would like to put in a bid. Some 
criticism had been passed upon the quality 
of the light furnished by the Capital Gas 
Companv and also that offered to be tar­ 
nished by the W estinghouse Company. 
He could give a better light than either, 
and cheaper. 
If granted such a franchise 
as the one now before the Board he would 
be able to construct electric railways and 
fill the strrers with poles, as had been done 
in Los Angeles, or do anything else with 
electricity. 
Mr. Redding thought it unfair to permit 
a person who had no bid before the Board 
to step in and discourage the whole matter. 
The Trustees, iu asking for bias, knew that 
a reasonable time would be required in 
which to put in a plant. 
Mr. Clark said that, if given the fran­ 
chise and contract, they would see that the 
city got its lights in the meantime without 
any extra charge. 
É M. Leitch said he had signed the pe­ 
tition for the franchise, but it was not in 
due form. 
He favored the Mayor’s idea to 
lay the m atter over, and then to reject all 
bids and advertize for lights to be furnished 
in ninety days. 
Mr. Steinman said that would suit his 
company, and during the ninety days he 
would supply the city at the present rates. 
Mayor Gregory repeated that the m atter 
should go over a day. 
Trustee McLaughlin urged that his mo­ 
tion to grant the franchise be voted on. He 
would accept Mr. W olfs am endm ent. 
Mayor Gregory said he appreciated the 
fact that the people want a service at the 
lowest rates, and it was the duty of the 
Board to give every opportunity to all par­ 
ties to bid. 
He had no ínteres* in the 
m atter except on behalf of the people. 
Many new points had been raised that 
needed investigation—m atters in regard to 
which the people had a right to be pro­ 
tected. 
If the Board saw tit to over-ride 
him , it would be doing som ething against 
the public interest. If the City A ttorney’s 
opinion in the m atter should be fonnd to 
be correct, then all francbise3 granted 
under the present charter would be vitiated, 
an f this was sometLing that should be 
cartfully considered. 
He asked of his fel- 
low-niembeis of the Board the sam e cour­ 
tesy he had frequently extended to them. 
He was in favor of granting th “ franchise, 
but with modifications and restrictions. 
Certain safeguards should be thrown around 
the people’s interests. 
Mr. Hinkson claimed that the Board had 
no right to grant a franchise on the condi­ 
tion that a contract be awarded. That was 
a monstrous proposition. 
Trustee McLaughlin insisted on having 
his motion put to a vote. H e didn’t pro­ 
pose to be choked off in this m anner. 
The Mayor—“Then yon propose to bull­ 
doze the Board into doing that which 
should not be done without careful consid­ 
eration.” 
Trustee M cLaughlin—“I don’t want to 
bulldoze anyone. 
I am responsible for my 
action, and I want no guardian.” 
Mayor Gregory—"I offer a substitute mo­ 
tion. that the whole m atter be laid over till 
10 o'clock a. it. to-morrow.” 
Lost. 
Aves—Gregory ; noes—McLaugh­ 
lin and Wolf. 
The roll was then called on McLaugh­ 
lin’s motion, as amended, to grant the 
franchise asked for, and resulted : Ayes— 
M cLaughlin and W olf; noes—Gregory. 
Mayor Gregory changed his vote from no 
to ave. and gave notice of a motion to re­ 
consider. 
Mr. Redding then asked that the m atter 
of awarding the contract be taken up. 
Trustee McLaughlin moved that a con­ 
tract be awarded to Mr. Fargo and others 
in accordance with their bid. the num ber 
of lights to be not less than 125. 
Mayor Gregory said that as the m atter of 
the franchise had not been definitely set­ 
tled, he moved that the subject be laid over 
till the next meeting. 
Lost—Ayes—Gregory ; noes—McLaugh­ 
lin and Wolf. 
The question 
recurriDg on 
Mr. Mc­ 
Laughlin’s motion to award the contract, 
Judge Denson delivered a long argum ent 
to prove that the Board had no right to let 
a contract to the new company, as its bid 
did not conform to the advertisement, and 
was in fact no bid at all. The Board should 
disregard and reject the bid. 
As a private 
citizen and taxpayer, he protested against 
the awarding of the contract. 
The Judge made a long argum ent on the 
legal points involved, at the conclusion of 
which Mr. Redding spoke on behalf of 
him self and associates, claiming that their 
bid was proper and legal. The Trustees 
had control of the matter, and could have 
as m any lights as they desired. 
During Judge Denson’s argum ent T rus­ 
tee McLaughlin suggested that arguments 
be restricted to ten minutes each. 
Judge Denson said that if it was pro­ 
posed to bulldoze this thing through he 
would like to know it. 
He was a taxpayer 
and claimed the right to be heard in a m at­ 
ter of the importance of th at now under 
discussion, and it was the duty of the Trus­ 
tees to listen to him. 
Trustee M cLaughlin's motion to award 
the contract to Fargo and others was then 
put to a vote, with the following resu lt: 
Ayes—McLaughlin aud Wolf. 
Noes—Gregory. 
Mayor Gregory changed his vote from no 
to aye, and gave notice -that at the next 
meeting of the Board he would move to 
reconsider the vote. 
The Board then took a recess until 10 
o’clock this morning.

INDECENT HASTE 
IMPORTANT 
IN GRANTING 
FRANCHISE. 
AN 


T rustees McT.atigHlin and W olf K efuse to 
P ostpon e th e M atter for Even 
a D ay. 


The action of the m ajority of the Board 
of City Trustees—Messrs. McLaughlin and 
Wolf—in the m atter of granting a franchise 
to a new electric light company and award­ 
ing that company a contract for lighting 
the city, when it has no facilities for fur­ 
nishing light, was the subject of much ad­ 
verse criticism all over the city last night. 
W hile there seemed to be a general desire 
on the part of the people that every new 
industry should be encouraged and induce­ 
ments held out to capitalists to make in­ 
vestments here, it was argued that it was a 
curious proceeding for the Board to let a 
contract for lighting the streets to a party 
of gentlemen who have not yet invested a 
dollar here, and whose agent freely stated 
that they did not propose to unless they 
got the contract. 
In other words, they 
would only establish an electric light plant 
provided 
the city furnished a certain 
am ount of the capital, in the way of a twe- 
year contract for lighting the streets. 
' In conversation with a R ecord-Ukion 
reporter a prom inent citizen and heavy 
taxpayer, who was present during the dis­ 
cussion before the Board, sum m ed the 
whole m atter up as follows: 
“The action of Trustees McLaughlin and 
Wolf, as expressed by tbeir position, does 
not reflect much credit on their judgm ent 
as busiuess men nor as representatives of 
the public interest. 
A glance through the 
franchise shows conclusively that it is 
worded solely in the interest of the peti­ 
tioners. In other words, its conditions are 
very cunuingly specified and practically 
give to the petitioners—should it by any 
mischance be granted—more rights and 
privileges than were ever granted to any 
corporation or 
individual in 
this city. 
Through its m edium the city would virtu­ 
ally relinquish all rights in the m atter of 
conduct or m aintenance of the proposed 
plant, and wouid leave the question of lo­ 
cation of poles, wires, conduits, etc., to the 
exclusive will and jurisdiction of the cor- 
pora'ion, who would be permitted, under 
its extraordinary provisions, to exercise 
their own judgm ent iu the selection of the 
center of streets for that purpose instead ot 
using the sides thereof, should they so de­ 
sire. 
“1 do not question the duly the Board of 
Trustees owes to the public in considering 
and acting upon franchises of such an im ­ 
portant nature. 
W hile it is the interest of 
the city to encourage and stim ulate every 
legitimate industry that tends to add to the 
taxable wealth and prosperity of the com­ 
m unity, it is manifestly the duty of the 
Board of Trustees to grant such privileges 
only upon conservative business principles, 
and with such safeguards thrown around 
it that public rights cannot become in ­ 
jured or molested. 
Iu the present case 
there should be no favoritism shown, and 
certainly no more rights given than in the 
case of any other franchise that has been 
granted by the cily. 
"D uring the progress of the m eetinz 
m in y suggestions were offered 
by the 
Mayor in the m atter of restrictions—partic­ 
ularly that of inserting clauses that would 
prove good faith on the part of the peti­ 
tioners; also, in relation to striking out the 
objectionable features of the document. 
Each were unheeded by the two members 
mentioned, whose sole and determined 
purpose seemed to lie in the desire to hurry 
the m atter through, and to carry out their 
object w ithout giving the public any oppor­ 
tunity to approve or disapprove their ac­ 
tion. 
“The universal sentim ent of all present 
favored longer and more earnest considera­ 
tion of the subject, but notw ithstanding 
this feeling and the earnest protests of the 
Mayor—which were based solely upon the 
principle of public policy and w ithout fa­ 
vor to either party concerned—this very 
im portant m atter was trivially treated and 
rushed through by the members m en­ 
tioned. 
“It is a source of satisfaction to know, 
however, that the subject m atter will lie 
over for one week for final action, by 
reason of Mayor Gregory’s notice of a m o­ 
tion to reconsider, and it is to be hoped 
that before the expiration of that time 
Trastees M cLaughlin and W olf will fully 
consider the points presented and the duty 
they owe, as public servants, to the people 
of the city. 
“ W ith reference to the question of bids , 
the action of the same members was also 
very strange, for the reason that the adver­ 
tisement and specifications call for bids for 
city lighting to commence on January 1, 
1890. Two bids were received—one m eet­ 
ing the requirements, the other stating that 
it could not commence until ninety days 
after that date. 
How can the gentlemen 
named explain their position iu voting for 
the latter bid ? 
It was certainly their duty 
to reject the bid in question and act upon 
the other bid by either accepting, modify­ 
ing or rejecting it, or by refusing both bids 
and readvertising for proposals to com­ 
mence ninetv days after tne tim e originally 
specified. 
In the latter case, others who 
have expressed the desire could be per­ 
m itted to enter the field and compete for 
the privileges, all of which would innure 
to the benefit of the public. 
For instance, 
a gentleman present in the meeting of­ 
fered, if given an opportunity to bid on the 
ninety day plan, to fully equip a complete 
plant and furnish the city with better and 
cheaper electric lights than conld either of 
the present bidders. 
H is offer was ignored, 
while it was known to the Board to be gen­ 
uine and substantial. 
“ The question with me is : 
W hat influ­ 
ence compelled Messrs. M cLaughlin and 
W olf to take the peculiar stand they did in 
both m atters? ’
